Stille said the proposal, whieh 
has never been formally pitched 
to the board, would solve many 
of the* financial problems affect- 
ing the homes, most notably sky- 
rocketing utility bills because of 
no insulation. 

In addition, a new facility 
would scrap the need for tens of 
thousands of dollars in repairs 
each year, he said.

State officials have’ since put 
the proposed Medicaid cuts on 
hold until later this month 

When the combined home was 
first. proposed, Stille suggested 
using $1.6 million in nursing 
home reserves to help pay for 
construction. Some supporters 
suggested tapping the county’s 
$10 million general fund reserves 
for the remaining $2.9 million. 

The homes operate via a 
patchwork of local property tax- 
es, state aid and patient fees. 
The nursing home has 100 beds, 
the sheltered care home, 65. 


A special task forcé appointed 
two years ago to study the prob- 
lems facing the nursing, shel- 
tered care and juvenile homes 
stopped meeting last summer 
after a plan was hammered out 
to renovate the juvenilé deten- 
tion home. 

At the time, the nursing and 
sheltered care homes were put 
on the -back burner because the 
county. was. under. threat of a 
lawsuit by the Illinois Attorney 
General’s Office for violations of 
state prison codes at the deten- 
tion home. 

No task force meetings have 
been scheduled to discuss the 
nursing and Sheltered .care 
homes. 

In November 1992, officials at 
the homes had to delay buying 
needed equipment, ‘such as: boil- 
ers and kitchen items, after 
board members voted to cut 
more than $20,000 in county sub- 
sidies to the homes. : 

At the time, Stille and others 
said the cuts appeared ta be the 
first step in a move to close the 
homes, but no further cults have 
been made.

Motor oil, batteries, transmis- 
sion fluid and brake fluid can be 
recycled-— if you know where to 
take them. Antifreeze solution 
.and windshield washer fluid, 
which are alcohol-based, can be 
flushed safely into a Sanitary 
sewer if diluted with lots of 
water. They should not, howev- 
er, be emptied into septic tanks. 


Although ‘oil is the biggest 
potential polluter coming out’ of 
out cars, other petroleum-based 
products — gasoline, diesel fuel, 
degreasers and carburetor clean- 
er — pose other problems. They 
need to be recycled by Special. 
ized businesses in order to be 
discarded safely.
